The troubles 
experienced 
by the 
city and citizens of Salem during the 
summer just passed in connection with 
tbe ramifications of the roots of poc- 
lar trees and the consequent sto p m n g 
up of sewers has not been forgotten 
by city officials. 
In fact, drains ana 
«ewers not closely cemented in differ­ 
ent parts of towp are at this time re­ 
quiring attention on account of these 
roots, and unless 
some measure is 
adopted to do away with the pop.a; 
trees or re-lay the sewers the same 
trouble will continue and grow worse 
from year to year. 
City Engineer French feels tha. .he 
only way to avoid this trouble is for 
the city to follow the example of da- 
lineville and other cities by 
avmg 
every poplar tree in town uprooted 
and forbidding anyone to plant them 
Ills contention is supported by others 
and from the experience of the past 
It seems to be the only sure way or 
eradicating the evil. 
Others contend 
that it would be an outrage to destroy 
all shade trees, when they could not 
he replaced for 10 or 20 years. 
While the poplar Is a fast grow­ 
ing and a nice shade tree, it is con 
denned for its rapid root growth, and 
now that the citizens have an opuor 
tnnity 
to replace 
the troublesome 
trees with fine young saplings through 
the medium of the park management, 
and at a much lower price than ob­ 
tainable by other means, It is 
con­ 
tended that It would be a fine thing 
if every property owner would up-oo* 
the poplars and replace them with ths 
elms and maples. 
The poplar may be killed within a 
couple of days by boring a hole in o 
the heart and pouring In vltrol or 
kerosene and plugging the hole, 1- *- 
before tbe fall or spring movement 
of the sap, after which they could ® 
removed from the ground.

For the purpose of prolonging a* long 
as posslblo the life of cross-ties and 
thereby minimizing the consumption 
of timber, the Pennsylvania railroad 
has determined In future to treat with 
creosote ties which shall be used on 
its main tracks. Up to very recently, 
the abundance of available timber in 
the eastern section of tho country had 
rendered unnecessary Buch a policy, 
but the increasing scarcity of avail­ 
able timber In recent years has caus­ 
ed the company to make a most tho.- 
ough inquiry into the question of what 
policy should be pursued in order to 
secure an economical supply of cross- 
ties in tho future. 
To this end the company, some two 
years ago, undertook 
tree planting 
upon a large scale. Since that tima it 
has set out some 2,425,000 trees and 
has handled this year some 625,000. 
Extensive planting of trees and shrub­ 
bery for ties, lumber and ornamental 
purposes Is being made on land ownel 
by tho company In various parts of 
the states of Pennsylvania and 
New 
Jersey. 
In order to provide still more com­ 
pletely against the future, a contract 
has Just been placed for the construc­ 
tion of 
a tic-treating 
plant at Mt 
Union, Pa., and, in addition, for two 
large creosote storage tanks to be lo­ 
cated at Greenwich Point, Philadel­ 
phia, Pa. 
The Mt. Union plant will 
be tho first oreoaotlng operation un 
dertakrn on a large scale by an east 
cm railroad. This plant will be equ.p 
ped with a cylinder 130 feet long and 
a little more than six feet wide. Them

The organization is opposed to woman 
suffrage. 
Dr. Lyman Abbott was the 
principal speaker and it was he that 
presented 
a 
letter 
from 
President 
Roosevelt. The letter was Interpreted 
In various ways by the auditors and 
Dr. Abbott was often interrupted by 
applause and by shouts of disapproval. 
A climax came when a score or 
more suffragists united In denuncia­ 
tion of the attitude 
of 
conservatism 
which the president had taken in bis 
letter. 
The shouts of the suffragist 
leaders became so troublesom e that a 
few policemen were a' ked to seek out 
the offenders. 
They were threatened 
with ejectm ent and finally the dis­ 
turbance was quieted.

the sidewalk, where

Wells, who said she hud just come 
from England after spending three 
weeks in Ilolloway jail for trying to 
break into the house of commons, w as 
one of the leaders of the outside meet­ 
ing.

FROM CANTON SATURDAY 


Dr. H. W . Thompson w ent to Can 
ton Saturday m orning to pilot an as 
censlon in the balloon, “Ohio,” to: 
several passengers. 
Tho ascension w as m ade a t the 
balloon 
park betw een 
10 
and 11 
o’clock, and from conditions and ap 
pearances the balloon will have as­ 
cended to a higher altitude than any 
th at have yet left Canton.

Columbus, Dec. 5.—S tate OU Inspec­ 
tor W. H. Phipps will ask th e legisla­ 
ture to make Im portant changes In the 
law under which his departm ent oper­ 
ates. 
H e w an t3 provision made Tor 
the appointm ent of a deputy who wilt 
have ¡>ower to act for the chief lnspec 
tor in his absence. 
The work of the 
office calls the chief inspector out over 
the state, and often during his ab­ 
sen ce m atters aris>‘ which need his 
attention and which cannot be dis­ 
posed of until his return, as authority 
to act cannot now .be delegated to a 
subordinate official. 
A nother change which will be urged 
by a provision of the schedule of fees 
for Inspections which Inspector Phipps 
declare are 
inequitable. 
The 
law 
fixes the fee for the inspection of one 
barrel of oil a t 50 cents, while if 60 
barrels o r m ore are inspected the fee 
Is only a t tho rate of 7 cents per bar 
rel. The fees are graded according to 
the num ber of barrels. 
Mr. Phipps 
said th a t w hile it was undoubtedly not 
the intention of the legislature to be 
unfair to the sm all dealers in making 
up the fee schedule, it actually did 
discrim inate against them to such an 
extent as to alm ost ruin their bust 
ness, and this palpable injustice he 
will do his best to have rem edied. 
Inspector Phipps has announced the 
appointm ent of F rank A. Steadman 
Republican, to succeed John McCall 
Democrat, as district oil inspector a t 
M arietta. 
McCall was an appoint-e 
of form er S tate OJ1 Inspector W.
